“Here in Canada it has been an ar- 
ticle of uct for the better: part‘of o 
century aos our. Englisn parentage 
taught us its value, 

Tho common garden rhubarb was 
frat grown in England at Camber- 
well on the recreation: ground cailed 
Alyatt's Park,, just south of Cambr- 
weil New Kuag. There a mark 
.sardener named Myatt, 
“Myatt'’s Farm" anc “Myatt’s Fielas” 
from 1818 to 1869, frst grew ruu- 
barb with the Intention of producing 
the medicinal Turkey rhubaro. 

Myatt found tnat his plants were 
useless for this purpose, so he Intro- 
duced them at Covent Garden, and 
very soon there was a big demanu 
for the table rhubarb which Is so 
popular to-day. Myatt was very well 
<nown, and his name was given to 
the park which the Minet family pre- 
sented to the London County Council. 

Many a housewife Is tempted to 
cook rhubarb leaves as a vesctable 
or to mix them with cabbage or put 
them in a stew. The danger is ali 
the greate>, as sometimes no unto- 
ward result occurs. Scientists have 
hot yet discovered wactaer this is 
due to an unusually small proportion 
of poison being in the particular 
loaves in question, in a personal im- 
Munity (such as some persons dia- 
play when stung by Insects), or some 
counter-substance eaten during tne 
meal, which nuilifics the toxic uction. 

Emphaticaily, however, the leaves 
are poisonous, and should never be 
cooked or eaten. No harm, of course, 
ever comes trom the pink stalks, 
which aré eaten as fruit, Care 
“snould be taken all the same to cut 
vl the stalk well below the top, 
whe-e It begins to grow green. 

Rhubarb, as is generally well 
Known, is an excellent purifier of the 
biood. And there are so many ways 
in which this first gift of spring can 
be used that “stewed” and “pies” are 
surely a reflection on the prowess of 
the cook or those responsible for ca- 
tering. Many people complain of its 
“aciaity,” declaring that it needs 
cnormous quam{ities of sugar to 
make {t palatable, but this can be 
obviated by treating In the follow- 
ing way: Cut it up In the usual way, 
and place In a stewpan without any 
sugar, bring to the boil, and at once 
Pour away the first water, then allow 
to become quite cold, and afterwards 
cook as usual, 


The Crow. 

Through the four centuries since 
the white man came the black crow. 
of America has waited vainly for 
s0me poct willing to sing hm praise, 
Perhaps some day he can find the 
willing one, 

Corvus cannot sing for himself, 
although his conceit of everything 
but voice probably passes that of all 
the other fowls of the alr. “Black az 
a crow’ has become a proverb of 
comparison. If we venturé to say 
that the crow {s not black, we prob- 
ably will be nominated for mempber- 
ship in the club of which the most 
Drominent deceased member is Ana- 
nias. However, we will venture it. 
The crow. is not black. His plumage 
when the sun strikes it glows with 
tints of bronze and blue and purple. 
Light is needed to bring out bright- 
ness in all things, and our American 
crow is not to be held responsible be- 
cause the frst man who saw him and 
called him black happened to niect 
him on a dark day, 

The scientists have been unable to 
determine whether the crow is worth 
while. He eats lots of corn, but he’ 
also kills lots of cut-worms. Gener- 
ally speaking, the opinion of the orni-' 
thalogists Is that the crow does about 
at much good as he €0es harm, and 
as he adds much to the interest of 
the fields and woods, he should be 
allowed to make his own way through 
life, 

Probably Mother Nature knew 
what she was doing when she made 
the crow. She has no need of man’s 
aid in her corrective tasks. When 
she finds the crow has multiplied to 
an extent that makes him a menace, 
disease strikes the flocks and the 
scale of life and death is readjusted.

MOST WONDERFUL MILKER.

Agassiz May Echo Showed Her Royal 
' Strain at a Very Farly Age and 
{  Haa Broken All Records as a Pro: 
| ducer, of Milk and Butter—Three 
| Hundred Guests Agsembied to

The. most wonderful cow in the 
world, Agassiz Segia May Echo, reg- 
istered number 41,302, had the most 
wonderful public reception one night 
toward the end of March, in her 
home town of Agassiz, British Co- 
Numbla," to celebrate ‘Ker record- 
breaking feat of milk and butter pro- 
duction during a period of 365 days. 
In that time she gave 30,886 pounds 
of milk, which ylelded 1,345 pounds 
of butter fat, which fs equal to 1,675 
Pounds of butter. This is 86 pounds 
more butter than the previous world 
champion produced. 

The new cow “Queen” is to-day 
the world’s record butter producer 
for a year period, in all classes, in all 
breeds, and in all ages. She has 
earned absolutely the highest honors 
in cowdom. She has given sixteen 
times her own welght in milk, and 
almost her own weight in butter dur- 
ing the test. Yet at the same time 
she has added one hundred pounds to 
her own weight, She now weighs 
1,800 pounds. - 

Agassiz May Echo, to give her part 
‘of hez titles, showed her royal strain 
at a very early age. As a two-year- 
old she prodyced, 19,302 pounds of 
milk, and §42 pounds of butter tn a 
year, more than double the produc- 
Uon of the'average good cow, Her 
aunt was.a famous Holstein also; tn 
fact the most famous Holstein in the 
world in way of single Gay rec- 
ords, having given 151 pounds of 
milk In one day. But Agassis Segis 
May Echo has outdistanced her aunt 
considerably as a butter producer. 

During the year-long test the new 
champion was milked four times a 
day, by one man, G. C. Harper, who 
also attended to her feeding. The 
cow was never on pasture, but. kept 
in a box stall, except for a short time 
in the hot weather when she was 
allowed out in a paddock under the 
shade of trees. Her best day's milk 
Production was 121% pounds. May 
Echo has a truly royal appetite. On 
the.day of her highest output she 
consumed"'165 pounds of pulped 
mangles and 31 pounds of grain, also 
a small quantity of corn silage and 
hay. Her_best seven days’ butter 
Production was 36.65 and for thirty 
days 140’ pounds, 

She js now in her fifth year, and 
with probably go on for many years 
to come trenasforming vast quantities 
of feed into butter fat. 

After the great year-long tést was 
over, and the figures made known, it 
was only natural that the citizens of 
Agassiz should desire to fittingly 
honor their most noted resident. And 
they did it in wonderful style. In 
the dim, long past, four thousand 
years ago, the ancient Egyptians wor- 
shipped the bull; magnificent were 
the processions, and many the sacri- 
ficea In its honor, 

And toward the end of the month 
of March, 1922, witness a cow being 
highly honored in somewnat similar 
manner. In Agassiz and adjacent re- 
gion a public holiday was declared 
by the men; the women cooked 
largely and with taste. The best citi- 
zena of the town lent their art trea- 
sures, their silver and their napery 
to deck the tables, the rafters, the 
benches and the walls of the great 
loft of the barn of the Dominion Ex- 
Perimental Farm which housed the 
world’s “Queen of Cattle." Great 
Danquetting tables were set in the 
loft, to which sat down 300 people, 
some of the guests famous catilemen 
from all over the world. 

When all the gathering was seat- 
ed, the “Queen” was brought In to 
be accorded such a reception as never 
cow was given. And May Echo, 
Proved equal to her name and fame. 
Calmly she walked down the long 
aisle between the tables.: A banner 
was raised above her. The 300 guests 
drank her health in her own milk. 
They praised her to her face, just 
as courtiers of old did royalty, Then 
men made speeches in her honor, 

The bull of the ancient Egyptians 
stands graved in stone, telling of 
Dast honors to the bovine race. Per- 
hapa a monument may some day be 
vaised to this modern milk producer.

_ Baffin’s Land 


Mr. Jvilan W. Bibby, who has 
spent twalve years among the Eskimo 
of Baffin’s Land, dissipates more than 
one popular illusion about the Arctic 


in his recent book, “Among Unknown 
Eskinio.” 

For instance, it is a common error 
of writers upon the Eskimo folk te 
assert that they of] themsejyes to 
keep out the cold, that they drink oll 
as a food, and revel in grease gen- 
erally. Nothing of this js correct, 
says Mr. Bibby, THe dirtier and the 
&reasicr a man is, the colder he is; 
so every effort is made—not after 
Cleanliness exactly, as that is an im- 
practicable standard—to keep grease 
from the clothes and the person, « 

Like Mr. Stefansson, Mr. Bibby also 
robs us of any picture we may have 
formed of the Arctic as a white wild- 
erness. There are birds, beasts, 
flowers, and insects in comparative 
plenty, and there are plagues of moa- 
quitoes much worse than any known 
{no this'climate. 

These insects abound fn the sum- 
mertime, and are a terrible pest. It 
is a puzzle how they survive the win- 
ter, when everything is frozen solid, 
and the very spots which thaw under 
the suddes warmth of an 
spring and allow them to swarm out 
in their malignant millions are iron- 
bound as the rocks themselves for 
the greater part of the year. Mr. 
Bibby says that so formidable are 
these Insects that man himself has- 
sometimes fallen a victim to their on- 
slaught. Even a bear has been known 
to die as the result of an attack by 
mosquitoes. 

The birda of those regions are ap- 
parently all white except the raven, 
whose black and sinister form brings 
an element of comedy into the Ee- 
kimo landscape. The raven ts the 
only Arctic bird which does not 
change Its plumage to match the sur- 
roundings. He is always aggres- 
{ alvely, blatantly black. Possibly, be- 
ing so able a match for any ordinary 
foo, this bird has no need to adopt 
the “protective reaemblance’ of 
white, 

Mr. Bibby says he has watched a 
raven alight to secure some tit-bit of 
offal, and keep even the wolfish Es 
Kimo dog at a respectful distance, 
with its huge beak. The bird is cun- 
ning to a degree. It will follow a 
trapper, note the position of his traps, 
and return to visit and despoil them 
of their bait as soon as the coast is 
clear, Then it takes up {ts stand on 
some convenient rock just out of gup- 
shot range, and watches the trapper 
on his return, just for all the world 
as if it relished his comments! “No 
one loves the raven,” adds Mr. Bibby,, 
hee no one finds it easy to catch. 

jm.’* ; 

Though: great hunters, the Eskimo’ 
are not warriors in anything like the 
same degree. They are known to 
have gone to war only once in 
history, 

“This was many centuries ago,” 
rays Mr. Bibby. “The handful of 
Norsemen from Iceland who origin- 
ally colonized: some spots along the. 
coast of southern: Greenland, lived 
Peacefully enough with the natives 
they discovered there. At last, how- 
ever, @ quarrel broke out, blood was 
spilt, and the Eskimo, plucking up a 
courage and spirit never since re 
peated, fought and killed off the for- 
eigners.”* 

Even tn private life the Eskimo do 
not Oght or quarrel, and their gossip 
ig {ree {fom spite. Mr. Bibby writes: 

“The Eskimo are a genial, jovial, 
peaceable people, among whom quar- 
relling Is a crime, and he or she who! 
disturbs the general peace ts a villian 
of the deepest dye. So whatever else 
comes of all the gossip, it is not—in 
an Eskimo -village—maleyolence,: 
backbiting, and spite. They talk—; 
these fur-clad, hard-working women’ 
—of their last year's Journeyings,' 
who and what they saw and heard, 
of their trials and vexations, of their 
children and relations and husbands 
—each one's contribution to the con- 
versation being punctuated by a*| 
chorus of ‘Ah, ah’s,’ 'Elarie, Elarie!’ 
(Indeed! Yes!) from the rest.” 

At the same time Mr. Bibby makes 
it clear that this peace-loving peoplo 
are intrepid and without any signs 
of effeminacy. 

They are (within limits) a kindly} 
people in their domestic relations.” 
Old women, widows, and orphan girls 
never want for pretection and susten- 
ance-so long as fhe rest can shelter 
and support them. Mr. Bibby con- 
tinues: “The Eskimo are a very im- 
Provident people, never taking 
thought for the hungry to-morrow 
when they can feast to-day, but so 
long as the good things last, so long 
as they ard tovbe had, the old and 
helpless of Both sexes are never neg- 
lected. If a time should come when 
there arises a question of superfluous 
mouths to Oil, the old people go into 
a sort of voluntary retreat in their 
own houses, and willingly die the 
death of starvation.”

song from the Queensland Govern- 
ment. For its three square miles he 
paid an annual tax of $5. Ho was 
monarch of all the surveyed, jungle, 
creeks, hills, ravines, coral gardens, 
fauna, flora, fruits, oyster beds, white 
eands and caressing curf, and the tur 
tles that came out of the sea, not to 
peak of a climate that was m to 
a sick man and a tonic to a strong 
one. Thirty miles away was the port 
of Geraldton. In Bramoo Bay, the 
island harbor, a coaster could cast i 
anchor to deliver live stock and goods 
ordered by the Banflelds. When they 
had cleared four and a half acres 
with nathve help and built a bunga- 
low looking out on the shining Pact 
fic they stocked their plantation with 
a horse or two, a small dairy herd, 
goats -and fowls. Writing of his 
coming to the island, Banfield sald: 
“Feebleness and dismay vanished 
with the frst plunge into the still, 
sleepy sea.” 

The couple became heirs to or cul- 

jUvated oranges, pineapples, papaws, 
‘coffee, mangoes, melons, bananas, 
strawberries, pumpkins, maize, sweet 
and Irish potatoes, parsicy, mint and 
other herbs. The sea gave them oy- 
sters, crabs, turtles and fish. On 
talny days they could fall back on 
@ well-chosen Mbrary, The nights 
were always cool and the sun-dried 
air was never too oppressive to work 
in. For beauty the sunrises were 
excelled only by the colors of the 
sunsets. Danfield made a study, day 
by day, of the birds, plant life and 
trees of his realm, and he did not 
neglect the insects, tho few reptiles 
and the denizens of the sea. The 
blacks of North Que das they 
came under his observation found 
him a sympathetic interpreter: 
The humorous sides of their habits }* 
and modes of life were not over- 
looked, Many are the quaint stories 
ho tolls about them. “This delicious 
isle," he called his retreat, “this un- 
kempt, unrestrained garden where 
the centuries gaze upon perpetual 
aummer.” The raiment of his wife 
and himscif was of cotton and cut 
to the needs of the climate. They 
lived well at little cost, producing 
most of their food. At sundown 
thero was always a plunge in the sea 
and a refreshing toilet in a shady 
creck. Sleep came quickly and was 
dreamless. In the three books there 
is a faithful record of simple lving 
in the tropics, and all the aspects of 
nature are recorded in beautiful pho- 
tographs as well as in a prose that 
fs often Iike a strain of music. How 
lived these congenial friends so suf- 
ficlent unto themselves a quotation 
from Borrow in-‘*Tropic Days" tells 
us: “‘Are you not frequently idle?’ 
‘Nover, brother. When we are not 
engaged in our traffic we aro engaged 
in our relaxations.’ *

In Capetown the tomb of Cecil 
Rhodes. stands as an almost jmmor- 
tal ‘symbol of the greatness of tho 
distinguished man. 


High upon the fragrant peak of * purpose. 


Mount’ Vaea, in Samoa, Stevenson 
lies, within hearing of the great Pa- 
elfic that .moans and surges about 
the coral reefs. 

Here, again, the Samoan natives, 
seeking to bury thelr “Tusltala” with 
the reverence with which they lived 
with him, chose the nearest hill and 
forced.a road to the summit, break- 
ing through the undergrowth, and 
finally, after houra of unswerving 
fortitude, carried the body of Steven- 
son high above the tropical island 
where he made his home, And now 
the simple stone tomb, which I hare 
seen In a hot, vivid noon, with gulla 
sweeping overhead, resis among the 
tropical trees which are drunk with 
blossoms in the given season. 

New Zealand, with its network of 
Nvers and pattern of hills, has many 
pea¥s which are sacred because of 
some departed..pioneer..who was 
buried high above the land he helped 
and enriched with his labor. 

On One Tree’ Hill, "in Auckland, 
you will Gnd’ the grave of Sir Robert 
Logan Campbell, the father of Auck- 
land. Curiously enough, One Tree 

1 HU derives ita name from a cjump 
of four or five trees that shake their 
branches within a few yards of the 
lonely grave of the great Campbell. 
He was one of the men wap “made” 
New Zealand, Mfting it from the 
cloud of native ignorance and sowing 
the first seeds of success in its virgin 
soll, And when he died they carricd 
him up the billeide and buried him 
where his grave would look out over 
the country he had helped and en- 
tiched. I know another hill—Mars- 
land Hill, in New Plymouth—where 
they buried Charles Armitage Brown 
—>who went there some years after 
the poet died In Rome. This bistoric 
bill waa in the thick of the: Maori 
War, and, when it was barricaded in 
one campaign, the grave of Brown 
was lost. But a few months ago they 
found It again, and now it looks out 
over the sea that Brown had crossed 
in that distant day when New Zealand 
was In swaddling clothes. 

On the highest polgt In the north- 
ern island of New Zealand—anine 
thousad feet above the sea—lis a boll- 
ing lake. This steaming water is on 
the summit of Mount Ruapehu, set 
In the midst of arerlasting snow, 
above the clouds, beyond sight or 
hearing of the world that whirls and 
whines below. 

Here, in the shadowy yesterdays, 
before the white men came, the 
Maoris buried their chieftains, carry- 
ing their bodies up the gaunt, ice- 
bound ,mountainside and lowering 
them Into the mysterious lake that 
steams and bolls with the snow about 
Its edge. Mount Ruapehu stands in 
the centre of the island, and the 
quiet, undisturbed. country from 
which {it rises is flooded with ro- 
mance, Ngauruhoe, a fiery volcano, 
stains the midnight skies within a 
few miles of Ruapehu. Great'rivers 
trickle Into being against Ruapehu's 
snowy bosom. And there, high above 
the world, on the sky-sweeping peak, 
the natives chose the burial-place of 
their chieftains tn the long ago when 
the moa strutted majestically across 
the plains of Aotearoa. 

Even nowadays, when native ro- 
manticism has given place to respect- 
ablé and uninteresting marble head- 
stones, the Maoris choose hills for 
their graves and in and about Ro- 
torua you will Gnd solitary Ongers 
of stone pointing to the sky and tell- 
ing you in gold letters that the great 
Chief is “at reat in peace,”* 





A Beautiful Highway, 

In connection with the opening of 
the Banfl-Windermere highway, Hon. 
Charles Stewart, Minister of the In- 
terior, issued an Invitation to the peo 
ple of Canada. 

“It {es the hope of the Govern- 
ment,” says Mr, Stewart, “that this 
highway will enable increasing thou- 
sanda of Canadians to visit their own 
possessions—the national parks—. 
and to enjoy the extraordinary oppor- 
tunities for outdeor life, recreation 
and education which they afford.” 

The new road fs the Orst highway 
across the central Canadian Rockies, 
It will make accessible to motor tra- 
vel an Alpine region hitherto almost 
unknowa to the public, and will also 
provide a direct route from the 
prairies to the coast.

Farm operations are absolutely de 
pendent for success upon a knowl- 
edge of weather conditions, and the 
prottection of crops from disaster due 
to frost, drought, storms and other 
weather phenomena is only possible 
if adequate warnings are recelved in 
time. Heretofore a large number. of 
the farmers were so located that they 
could not be supplie# by newspapers 
or telegraph with the dally forecasts 
and warnings of the weatner bureau 
in time to be of service to them.

Flour Mill Changes. 

Many a Canadian small town had 
ita own flour mill in the old days, 
but in this industry there has been a 
tremendous evolution, The inven- 
tion of the roller mill, superseding 
the’stone mill, and the removal of 
the forests, thus bringing {rcshets 
in spring and low water all summer, 
have contributed to the change. 
Hence, all over the lana one sees 
abandoned mills, many of them fall- 
ing to ruin, while a few have been 
retained for feed chopping for local 
use. The principal change came in 
the latter part of last century, the 
number of establishments in Canada 
dropping from 2,500 in 1891 to 400 
in 1901, though the return fn the 
latter year was confined to mills em- 
ploying five hands and cver only, By 
1911 the number increased to 1,141 
and in 1921 to 1,257. 

These changes are set forth in a 
historical survey of the flour and 
grist milling industry in Canada is- 
aued by the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. It was at Port Royal (now 
Annapolis Royal, N.S.) that the first 
wheat was ever raised in America, 
in 1605,'and there in the same yéar 
was erected the frst water-wheel to 
turn a millstone for the grinding of 
wheat on the North American cont- 
nent. In what is now Ontario one 
of the earliest mills was built at Ni- 
agara Falls in 1786, and another was 
established at Napanee in the same 
year. The Government took meas- 
ures to encourage the industry by the 
Loyalists, who had just scttled along 
the St. Lawrence, Bay of Quinte and 
Niagara, 

There was a rapid growth in the 
industry toward the middle of last 
century, but the removal of the Drit- 
ish tariff in 1846 took away the pref- 
erence for Canada and made for un- 
reat and unsettlement, which was 
only overcome by the Crimean War 
with its boom in wheat prices, and 
the reciprocity treaty with the United 
States. The great growth of the In- 
dustry In the sixties led to the ex- 
tension of banking facilities, and, 
says the bulletin, “the present Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce, the Bank of 
Toronto, the Imperial Bank of Can- 
ada, and the Dominion Bank owe 
their inception, at least in part, to 
this reaction.””

FILLED WITH TRAGEDY. 


Ancient City Has Been Oppresecd By 





of Gaiety. Could Never Bo 
‘Broken—It Has Population of 
One .Million and the Future is 
Bright. 


A Polish map or handbook would 
tell you that the land of the Poles is 
Reecspospolita Polska, and that its 
capital is, Warszawa—a fact which 
goes to show that there’ is sometimes 
Justification for our habit of dubbing 
other countries’ place names by our 
own pseudonyms, 

Warsaw ‘s forever being compared 
to Paris, and rightly. The sombre- 
ners and heaviness and matter-of- 
factness often found In the great 
cities of Germany and Russia afd 
England have always been lacking in 
Warsaw. Even a century of oppres- 
sion could not entirely break the Po- 
Ush spirit of galcty and optimism 
nor alter greatly the results this 
spirit had wrought in fashioning the 
Polish capital. 

To carry the comparison further, 
the Parisians are lovers of beauty, 
and 80 are the people of Warsaw. It 
fs significant that the Polish presi- 
dent who recently was assassinated 
was attacked at an art exhibition. 
The presence of the Polish chief ez- 
ecutive on such an occasion makes 48 
true a picture as a French president 
at a new theatre or a British king at 
a board of trade or a financial con- 
gress. ' 

Finally Warsaw may be compared 
to Paris in some ways upon the score 


ance, The city is Milled with imprea- 
sive old cathedrals, churches and pal- 
aces, and has numerous stately public 
buildings. | Wide, tree-lined boule- 
¥ards radiate from the old city cen- 
tre, some lending to beautiful and 
most claborately developed. parks. 
But Warsaw is not wholly a city of 
wide avenues and open spaces. It 
haa Its ancient portion of narrow, tor- 
tuous streets, whose darkness and 
quietness take one back to the Mid- 
dle Ages. . 

Warsaw's history Is both long and 
turbyient. It had fits beginnings in 
the ninth century; and its start, like 
that of many other great cities of 


Eurepe, was around the castle of a ' 


feudal lord, In 1550 it became the 
capital of the then powerful Polish 
kingdom, and has since played a role 
uf importance in Euzopean history, 
Inevitably it grew to be a great city 
and inevitably it felt the hand of 
numerous conquerors, For geogra- 
Phical pusition marked It as one of 
the greatest of European centres, 

One feels that, like the lines of 
force about a magnet, Warsaw's lines 
of trade must have existed from the 
first, though invisible. Now they 
have taken shape in steel and wood; 
rallzoads extending from the city like 
spokes of a great wheel, off toward 
Pertograd, Berlin and Dahzig. War- 
saw is itself an important manufac- 
turing centre, Its trade and Industry 
and politics together have bullt up 
@ population close to the million 
mark, making it one of the half 
dozen greatest cities of the European 
mainland. © 

The country of which Warsaw is 
the capital must not be looked upon 
as one of the “little lands” that 
sprang into existence after the world 
war, Poland's population ss practi- 
cally a quarter that of the United 
States. 

Situated half-way between Petro- 
grad, which may be taken:as repro- 
senting the north, and Venice on the 
warm Mediterranean, Warsaw is 
probably thought of usually as in 
temperate Jatitudea, It is in realiry 
as far north as the southern shore 
of Hudson Bay or the northern coast 
of Newfoundland. Its winter, how- 
over, is not s0 severe as the location 
might suggest, but it is more nearly 
comparable to that of New England. 

He who wanders about the streets 
of Warsaw cannot remain in ixnor- 
ance of the glorious past of Poland or 
the parts her sons have played in 
the world drama. He will encounter 
palace after palace—a large enough 
number to entitle Warsaw to dispute 
with Genoa the nickname, “city of 
Palaces.” They were built mostly 
during the seventeenth and ¢igh- 
teenth centuries, when Warsaw was" 
without a peer in Europe, save Par 

No other people in all the world’s 
history has borne oppression 80 
bravely and gloriously as the Fotes, 
except the Jews. It was said of War- 
saw before 1914 that the “Russlans 
had to keep a garrison of 200,000 
troops to overawe a city of 900,000 
people.""eBut the vivacity, the galety, 
and the quick wit of Warsaw's people 
survived oppression and even the 
most gruesoine tragedies, Deporta- 
tions are an old story In Warsaw, 
every effort at nationalization was 
followed by slaughter, and hundreds 
marched the long trail to Siberlag 
exile, 

Poland's spirit, meanwhile, became 
a synonym for the indomitable. The 
success of the Russification of Poland 
has been deseribed as the process of 
keeping 12,000,000 Poles pinned to 
Russia by bayonets, Politically non- 
oxistent, for even Poland's name was 
expunged from all official Russian 
records, the prewar Warsaw vied 
with world capitals in science, partt- 
cularly medicine, Ino manufacturing, 
in trade, and in literature and art. 

Although Warsaw fell to the Ger- 
mans In the world war, it fell only 
after months of siege by guns such 
as had not been known before. . It 
was without doubt, and still is, one 
af the best defended citles of eastern 
Surope.

HARVEST HONEY 


Mr. C. B. Gooderham, Dom- 
inion Apiarist Submits Ex 
‘cellent Suggestion 





































Honey should not be removed from 
the hive until it is ripe, otherwise it 
is likely. to ferment in a short time. 
The combs should be at least two- 
thirds capped before the honey is ex- 
tracted. 

When the time comes to extract, 
the bees may be cleared from the su- 
pers by using bee-escape “boards fit- 
ted with bee-escapes. The wood-wire 
board fitted with two escapes is a 
rapid super clearer. The board can 
be easily put in place beneath the su- 
pers and if done in the evening the 
supers will usually be cleared of bees 
by the following morning. Before 
putting on the escapes see that the 
aprings are spaced properly to allow 
the bees free passages through them 
but not wide enough to allow them 
to return. If bee escapes are not 
available the bees can be shaken or 
brushed from the combs, but this 
excites the bees too much. 

As soon as the supers are removed 
from the hives they should be taken 
to the honey house, which must be 
bee proof, as the odor of the honey 
will attract the beea and likely start 
them robbing. All uncapped combs 
can later be returned to the bees to 
be filled and capped. 

Honey can be extracted more 
readily if done while it is still warm 
from the hives. Before extracting 
the honey must be uncapped. A 
steam heated knife is best suited for 
this purpose. Keep the uncapping 
knife sharp, warm and clein so as 
not to tear the combs. As some 
honey will be removed with the cap- 
pings this work should be done over 
a proper receptacle, such as a cap- 
ping strainer, capping press or melt- 
er, as described in the supply cata- 
logues. As the honey is extracted it 
is strained and transferred to refin- 
ing tanks, Where a large quantity 
is to be extracted it is advisable to 
use a honey pump. The honey can 
be strained by passing it through a 
strainer into the tanks; a double 
thickness of cheesecloth is satisfac- 
tory. Some-beckeepers prefer the 
yravity method by allowing it to 
stand in the tanks for a few days and 
then skimming the surface. 

Care must be used in extracting, 
especially if the combs are new. It 
is a good plan to extract only part of

From her earliest 
childhood she is trained in the intri- 
cacies of the siva-siva, and all her 
life the dance {is a source of pleasure 
to her. Samoan women will always 
dance for you if you ask them, and 
they show by their smiles afd songs 
how much they delight In ¢ranting 
the request, In their girlhood they 
deck themeclves with flowers and 
garlands of leaves and are fond of 
coquetry; but, unlike their Poly- 
nesian sisters of the Marquesas and 
Society Islands, they are chaste. Be- 
fore the coming of the Americans 
with new medical theories, the life 
of an infant was doubtful, and even 
now the old customs are carried out 
in some villages, itis said. The new- 
born child was laid on ita.back, and 
three Hat stones were placed around 
the head. - To make the baby beauti- 
ful, the family thought if-necessary 
te flatten the forehead and nose. 
Nothing is ugiier, they fee], than our 
hideous, pointed “canoe-noses.” . The 
baby waa fed with filtered cocoanut- 
juice for three days, while a “wise 
woman” tested the mother’s milk. 
Often the child died.

It has been found that if pulling is 
delayed after the onions are ready and 
wet weather occurs, the bulbs are li- 
able to start second growth, which 
means 3 beavy loss, because once start- 
ed, it is imposible to- check their de- 
velopment in any way. 

Storing the bulbs away for winter 
in a frost proof dark room where the 
air cam be kept dry and the tempera- 
ture maintained sround 40 degrees F, 
are abe as important as any of the 
former mentioned operations. After 
the crup has been carefully cleaned, se- 
lected and thoroughly dricd the bulbs 
may be placed in slatted crates which 
can be piled in tiers.” A very conven- 
ient size of crate ix 6 inches deep by 
4 inches wide by 28 inches long, all 
inside measurements.

Pioneer Movement Started 
To Attract New Cap- - 
ital Here

‘]* (By W. 8. THOMPSON) 


Toronto, Sept. 7.—“It is the in- 
tention of the Canadian National Rail 
ways to use every instrument in the 
Dominion of Canada and in the Brit- 
sh Isles, not only to bring desirable 
- people into this country, but to take 
care of them after they arrive.” 

, In these words Mr. W. D. Robb, 
Vice-President in charge of Colon. 
ization, Development and other de- 
partments of the Canadian National 
Railways, who was the © principal 
speaker on Transportation Day at 
the luncheon of the Directors of the 
Canadian National Exhibition, out- 
ined the policy which the Canadian 
National Railways have laid down 
and intend to follow in the matter of 
colonization and immigration along 
the lines of the system. 

“The Canadian National Railways 
since the advent of the present man- 


-agement,” said Mr. Robb, “have been. 


planning an active and effective or- 
ganization to deal with the import- 
ant need of Canada for greater pop- 
ulation. There are those who ap- 
proach this subject in the belief that 
it is a simple matter and that all 
we have to do is to bring over the 
thousands from Europe desiring to 
emigrate and fill up the country. 
The policy of the Canadian National 
Railways must, of necessity, be reg- 
ulated by that of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and Canada’s ability to ab. 
sorb and assimilate newcomers. Our 
policy is, therefore, to bring to’ Can- 
ada all the people we possibly can, 
subject to these conditions and our 
organization is now being completed 
with this object in view. 

I am, however, firmly convinced 
that it is not so much the endeavor 
to bring people into this country that 
is going to solve our problem, as 
making conditions in the country so 
attractive that people will come of 
thelr own accord. Probably one of 
the most potent factors in agcom- 
plishing this will be the introduction 
of necessary capital to develop our 
natural resources and the many in- 
dustries that can be built upon them. 
I am glad to know that there are

In a recent pronouncement of this 
body, they take cognizance not only 
of the need of the overseas domin- 
ions for increased population and the 
necessity for support of the Empire 
Settlement Act, but also the necess- 
ity for the migration of British Cap- 
ital to the overseas dominions. 
While they realize that these domin- 
fons as a result of such financial as- 
sistance, will to the full extent of 
their power, endeavor to develop 
their own manufacturing industries 
which, in many cases, will compcte 
with the good of the Mother Coun- 


- try, they take the broad view that 


by so-doing these dominions will in- 
crease their internal prosperity and 
thus provide a wider market within 
the Empire for the goods «of the 
Mother Country. It is within the 
powers of the Department of Col- 
onization and Development . of the 
Canadian National Railways, over 
which I have the honor to preside, to 
co-operate with and assist in every 
way possible, the bringing about of 
this most desirable condition and we 
welcome to this country the pioneer 
movement of the Fedcratigxof Brit- 
ish Industries, which we believe will 
be a» potent factor in the upbuild- 
ing of the overseas dominions.’ ”

National Exhibition whose growth he 
had watched personally for more 
than forty years. Its development, 
he pointed out, was significant with 
the progress of Canada and it had 
kindred interests with the transpor- 
tation systems in making known to 
the public the features of Canadian 
activity and thus creating a confid- 
ence and belief in the future of the 
country, 

“By practice and precept”, said 
Mr. Robb, “by its demonstrations 
and no less by its effective organ- 
ization the Canadian National Ex- 
hibition is performing a» magnificent 
work jn the fleld of education. It 
stands without a peer, 

It is an axiom—the truth of which 
is daily more evident and daily more 
widely known—that the progress and 
well-being of the country and the 
transportation interests are insepat- 
able and inter-dependent, In serv- 
ing Canada so well, the exhibition 
therefore sérves the fr ant 
interests of Canada.” 

Mr. Robb then, went on to deal 
with the remarkable growth of the 
exhibition and the astounding attend 
ance records which were being rolled 
up year after year. He pointed out 
however, that the attendance figures 
meant nothing unless the exhibits ap- 
peal and carry home their message 
and in this. connection he felt the 
exhibition is even more successful 
than when judged by attendance fig- 
ures and that it is an outstanding and 
successful feature of public-xpirited 
and patriotic endeavor, 

In concluding «his address the 
speaker dwelt for a moment on the 
part which the transportation sys- 
tems have played in the development 
of the country. He pointed out that 
that part of Western Canada which 
is producing record crops this year, 
and in which crop failure has seldom 
been known, notably the Saskatche- 
wan Valley and the northern part of 
the three prairie provinces owe their 
development largely to the Canadian 
National Railways. The development 
of these steady producers of the 
west has had a most beneficial ef- 
fect upon the whole of Canada and 
had stimulated the manufactures of 
the East. and provided valuable mar- 
kets, 

He also drew attention to the fact 
the Canadian National Railways serv

“When these are filled,” concluded 
Mr. Robb, “with an industrious peo- 
ple yielding traffic it will be time to 
apply to the railway some of the 
tests that reasonably apply to other 
business from the outset.

So. if. you bave a sore throat as in 
scarlet fever, Flu, or other conditions 
the inflammation sometimes continues 
from the throat right up into the mid- 
dle car along this tube, 


Then the ear begins to ache and the 
first thing you know the inflarnmation 
in the middle ear bursta right through 
the drum and comes out of the ear, 
This usually relieves the pain somewhat,

"Facts About 
. Mohammedans 


The deposing of the Sultan of Tur- 
key, not only from the position of 
temporal ruler of the Turks but fro: 
the far more powerful one of Caliph 

of Idlam, opens an interesting new 

chapter in the history of Mobamine- 
danism. The step taken by the Turk- 
tsh Nationalists in stripping the cnce 
nominally powerful caliph, #f his 
power, and his retirement *) Mecca 
under the wing of the king of Hejaz, 
might conceivably lead ta very in- 
teresting» developments; ‘for’ polltics 
and religion are inseparable In the 
Near East, a fact that western ob- 
servers, far from tho many: crose- 
currents of the region, do not always 
realize.. Some prevalent misconcep- 
tions about the Mohammedan faith 
seem to add confusign to many dis- 
cussions about the recent dovelop- 
ments In Turkey. 

The easiest way to dispel some of 
these illusions is by pointing. to 
several striking likenesses between 
the world’s two newest among the 
major religions. The term **Moham- 
medan,” Iike ‘the term “'Christian,” 
js a/nickname. Both names wore 
given, with eontemptuous intent, by 
enemies of the religions, 

The term “Christian” was quickly 
adopted by followers of the Nazarene, 
The term “Mohammedan”. never bas 
been adopted by the followers of. the 
Prophet. He sought to avoid the em- 
ployment of bis own name by supply- 
ing one—the name “Islam"—by 
which: he hoped, Mohammedanism 
would be known. He further sought 
to make this world, meaning reaig- 
nation, imply the fire cardinal polots 
of the new falth, The first of these, 
points was the brief creed, “There 
is no God but Allah, and Mohammed 
is his prophet.” The otner four en- 
Joined prayer, giving ot atma, the 
fast of Ramadan and pilgrimage to 
Mecca, : 

Another significant parallel be 
tween Christianity and Mohamme- 
danism Js that both are the religions 
of millions of people of races alien to 
that of their founders. Christ was a 
Jew; Mohammed was an Arab. It 
is the Mohammedanism modified by 
the Turkish temperament and na- 
tionality that has clashed with west- 
ern cl¥ilization in recent centuries. 

Recent caliphs, who hare been the 
sultans of Turkey, have claimed spir- 
itual supremacy over the Mohamme- 
dan world of some 300,000,000 souls. 
But in actual fact the Sultan of 
Turkey had little spirftual ascend- 
ancy over the Mohammedans outside 
Turkey. 

A very important difference be 
tween the western mind and the Mo- 
hammedan yiewpoint bas, hitherto, 
precluded a spiritual ascendancy in 
Islam which would cut across all 
lines of temporal power and include 
even warring nations. Islam is one 
of the most pragmatic of religions. 
Heretofore if a caliph did not rule 
he wasn't acaliph. A spiritual ruler 
up to now has been incomprehensible 
to the Moslem mind. And it remaina 
to be seen whether the radical step 
taken by the Turkish Nationalists in 
setting up a caliph shorn of temporal 
power will accomplish a permanent 
change, Being temporal rulers pri- 
marily, caliphs naturally have sought 
to rule by the sword. 

The Mohammedan's religion ‘and 
his Jaw go band in hand. Mohammed 
was a law giver, There are as many 
codes of law among Mohammedans as 
there are sects; and as many kinds 
of lawyers as there are codes. Among 
the Sunnites, the arthodox major di- 
vision of Islam, there are four 
schools of Jaw. A Hanafte would 
az soon engage a Malakite lawyer as 
a Presbyterian congregation would 
be likely to employ a Unitarian 
Preacher. 

The very word “‘caliph” has an al- 
lurement which dates back to child- 
hood days when one lived among 
those fantastic Arabian nights at the 
court of Caliph’ Harum-al-Rashid. 
Rashid was a bona fide caliph, and 
in later years a reading of the hia 
cal facts about the caliphate fur- 
nishes no fewer thrills than the im- 
wortal tales, 

When Mohammed died his coun- 
sellor, Abu Bekr, the companion of 
his Aight, or Hegira, became caliph, 
meaning, Iterally, éuccessor. Abu 
Bekr means ‘father of the virgin.” 
He was Mohammed's father-in-law, 
The second ‘caliph, or auccessor, was 
Omar, another father-in-law of the 
Prophet, who started organizing 
armies and began spreading Islam 
over the map In a very Iiteral sense. 
Omar was the first to bear the title 
Emir al Moumenin, “Prince of the 
Falthful.”" 

From the frat, All, husband of Mo- 
hammed’s daughter, Fatima, consid- 
ered himself the logical successor to 
tho caliphate. Not until Abu Bekr 
aod Omar had ruled, and another 
caliph, Othman, had his day and had 
been murdered,did All become caliph. 

Certainly Mohammedatism can be 
termed emphatically a “man’s reli- 
gion.” Yet at this early: date two 
women were the moving spirits in 
splitting it inté the Sunnite and 
Shilte divisiona which have prevalled 
ever since. Ayesha, favorite wife of 
the prophet, always had been Jealous 
of his daughter, Fatinm, and on the | 
succession of Fatima‘’s husband dl- 
rected all her efforts upon ‘an antl- 
All party. Meantime the group which, 
all along, had regarded All as the 
legitimate successor, gained strength 
during his rule but were kept busy 
ghting to hold the sway Omar had 
| eptablished. . 

When Ali’s son ‘and successor, 
Hassan, was murdered, probably by 
the hand of his wife at the behest of 
Moawiyah, this Moawixah assumed 
the caliphate, removed its seat to Da- 
mMascus, and began the serles of 
rere known as Omtniades. 

How Abul Abbas, first of the Abba-' 
sid monarchs, had every living male 
of the Ommiades thrown into prison, 
killed them all, and then cave ban- 
quet on a great cloth thrown\over 
their bones, is but one example of 
the fantastic cruelty of the centurice-;

Professor's ‘Explanation of Richness 
~ of Mid-West Boil, 

Farmers living in the fertile valley 
of ‘the; Middle West of America may 
attribute their rich crop yields, fat 
swine and excellent butter to the fact 
that more than 50,000 years ago 
their acres were covered with Ice. 

This is the gist of the finding of 

Prof. William H. Haas of the geo- 
logy department of Northwestern 
University, who has made a study of 
the subject, concerning his observa- 
ons upon Ohio, 
‘ Comparing the glaciated section of 
the Htinent and the driftiess area 
Prof, Haas found that the soils in 
the two differed: In the glaciated 
land’ the solls are more diversified 
and of better quality, he states. 

“With this asset it is little won- 
der that the farmer living in the 
zone which aeons ago had been cov- 
ered with ice, should find naimself 
better: off than his brother of the 
driftiess area,” says Prof, Haas. 
“This area covers some . 10,000 
square miles and embraces north- 
western Ilinols, a small part of 
Iowa, southwestern Wisconsin and 
Minnesota.” 

The geologist, in explaining the ac- 
tion of the ice and why that portion 
of the earth's surface touched by it 
should yleld to man an abundance 
of crops, sald that the pressure ex- 
erted by the glaciers 50,000 years 
ago crushed the rocks and mixed the 
dirt as they rolled southward; hence 
the many solls. 

“It is remarkable,” sald. Prof. 
Haas, speaking of Ohio, “to notice 
how, suddenly, the tall corn will end 
and be neighbored by stunted stalks 
and shriveled ears. 

“All this {s on account of the fact 
that hundreds of centuries ago some 
rocks of a particular hardness, able 
to withstand the onward sweep of 
the fce fields from the forth, 4c- 
flected, the fields, thus leaving the 
area which the rocks appeared to 
protect, unglaciated. That, in my 
opinion: at least, accounts for thore 
10,000 square miles of comparative- 
ly poor soll, or, as we geologists say, 
the driftiess area.” 

Prof. Haas stated that the femar- 
cation between the healthy grain and 
the sickly, stunted grain was so dis- 
tinct as to form a well-defined line 
showing the boundary between the 
glaciated and non-glaciated land. 

Prof. Haas" explained that many 
authorities do not hold to this view, 
professing themselves unable to ac- 
count for the driftiess area; others, 
he sald, went so far as to question the 
existence of the so-called driftices 
area. 

The .Northwestern professor de- 
clared that the glaciers accomplished 
three great effects; they cut down 
the billa and filled in the valleys; 
they ground up the boulders, and, 
thirdly, mixed the rocks.

Clerical Curtosities. 


The méaning of the word curate”

Acetylene Gas, 


Acetylene gas, which was discover- 
ed in 1836, is obtained from a sub- 
atance named calcium carbide. For- 
merly this substance could be pro- 
cured only in small quantities, but 
about thirty years ago a method of 
manufacturing it on a comparatire- 
ly large scale was discovered in Eng- 
land. In consequence of this die- 
covery use has ever since been made 
of acetylene for Slluminating pur- 
poses. 

When acetylene is mixed with afr 
it is dangerously explosive, but it is 
asserted that it can be burned with- 
out danger whatever when produced 
in the pure atate. It is averred that, 
burned at the rate of five cubic feet 
per hour, an acetylene gas flame can 
be made to produce a Ueght of 240 
candle power,

Jably these bizarre, quaintly contort. 
ed little blossoms lurk in the un- 
healthiest depths of the jungle, where 
fever, snakes, great cats, and am- 
Dushed savages with polsoned darts 
combine to wreak vengeanco on the 
man who violates their privacy. 

But orchid hunting is a man’s 
game, We've all got to die one day, 
and, at all events, we see to it that 
we do live first. We are up against 
the real raw stuff-of adventure, an: 
we do not know the meaniag o' 
boredom. If to-day we have drawn 
blank, to-morrow we may find a rare 
Dendrobium growing in a mouldering 
akull at a hill-tride’s burying ground, 
or another treasure or two clustering 
lke mistletoe in a cleft at the top 
of a 90-foot tree. 





Secrets of the Earth’s Crust. 

A very delicate piece of apparatus 
which can be used for divining the 
Presence of metals under the ground 
has been invented. 

It shows .the scientist the way in 
which gravity varies from point to 
point at or near the earth’s surface. 

The instrument has been arranged 
#o that it can easily be taken from 
place to place, set up on the ground 
without masonry foundations, and 
used without any shelter except that 
of a small tent. ° 

A mass of heavy ore, even if bur- 
fed in the ground, affects the pull 
of gravity on the jostrument if this 
ig placed near it, and affects two 
Plumb bobs differently. . 

One of these is at a lower level 
than, the other. The two are con- 
nected and the system is hung up 
by along, fine metal wire. The 
whole arrangement forms what is 
known as a toraion balance. 

The twist in the wire measures 
the irregularity in the action of grav- 
ity caused by the ore bed, by a 
neighboring hill, a cave beneath the 
surface, and so on. By a careful 
study of the readings of the instru- 
ment it {s Doasible to find the best 
position for ainking a mine shaft to 
tap the ore bed. 





* Ol! From Beechnuts, 

Not long ago measures were taken 
by the Minister of Agriculture in 
Holland to increase the supply of 
edible olls in that country by making 
a@ full use of the domestic beechnut 
crop. It is estimated that between 
2,000 and 2,600 metric tons of these 
nuts may be collected If every effort 
be made, and that from this amount 
of raw nuts 300,000 to 400,000 kiloa 
of oll may be obtained. This would 
afford a valuable addition to the 
stocks of edible olls in the Nether 
lands, ~ 

Owners of private lands from 
which beechnuts are gathered receive 
compensation at the rate of 6 per 
eent, of the sums paid to the gather- 
ers, and they also enjoy the right 
to purchase cattle cake, prepared 
from the pulp of the nuts from their 
Property at 50 florins per 100 kilos. 
—N. Y, Herald.

It can be 
planed, sawed, bored, nailed, paint- 
ed, atained, or polished, and aubmit- 
ted to every process of carpentry or 
manufacture to which real wood Is 
subjected. 

It will not deteriorate in water, 
and, on account of the chemlcals it 
contains, is impervious to rot. More- 
over, it only burne at a temperature 
very much higher than that at which 
real wood catches fire,

Each of these 
docrs leads to a single ruom, and in 
this room [ was told lives a whole 
family — father and mother and 
children, perhaps san-In-law and 
Brandchildren. Five or six, It 1s sald, 
sleep in the same bed, and the cook- 
ing {a done over a charcoal brazier in 
the courtyard, 

The mild climate, too, allowa one 
to be in tho open air much of the 
time, 

Of course, the well-to-do, or even 
those in fairly moderate circum: 
stances, do not live in a conventilla 
The outside of their homes usually 
presenta no remarkable architectural 
glories,but when you open the out- 
side door you find yourself not in the 
hallway or In a sitting-room, as often 
with us, but in a beautiful patio, or 
miniature garden, into which all the 
rooms open. For this climate there 
is nothing ao delightful. as such a 
home as this; a little garden bordered 
with bright flowers and a little foun- 
tain often playing In the middle.

“The 
longings of a sensitive heart, divorced 
from earth, sought solace in the 
skies,” says Parkman. “A subtle 
elcanent of romance was blended with 
the fervor of his worship, and hung 
like an illumined cloud over the 
harsh and hard realities of his dally 
lot. Kindled by the smile of his 
celestial mistress, his gentle and 
noble nature knew no fear. For her 
he burned to dare and to suffer, dis- 
cover new lands and conquer new 
realms to her sway.” 


Rescued From m Bog. ¢ 

The latest “remarkable. moose 
story to come out of the north fs told 
by Fireman F, T. Parker, of the T. & 
N. 0.,- who relates a novel experi- 
ence with a pair of monarchs of the 
forest who had become bogged in a 
“lake of muskeg. They were first 
sighted by Fireman Parker and En- 
gineer Vincent, who were proceeding 
south, just north of Holland’ Station 
in the Englehart-Cochrane division.

Chor 
and drain the tomatoes and, add to 
them the finely chopped lemon and 
the sugar. Boil for two and one- 
half hours. Chop together the ap- 
ples, raisins and almonds and add 
them to: the tomato mixture, Add 
the remaining ingredients and boil 
until the apples are clear. Pack in 
jars, adjist rubbers and tops and 
sterilize for ten minutes, Remove 
from sterilizer and seal. 

Many peaple do not realize the im- 
portance of properly storing home 
canned products. Light will cause 
the color of products in glass to fade 
and in s damp atmosphere, moulds 
attack rubbers and cause them to de- 
cay, letting the air into the jars and 
causing spoilage. It is essential then 
that home canned fruits and vege- 
tables be stored in a cool, dry,dark 
place. A cellar preserve. closet is 








desirable but it is not a necessity. 
A pantry near the kitchen, where the 





jars will be convenient when wanted, 
makes a good storage place, pro- 
vided it Is cool and some provision is 
made for protecting the jars . from 
the light. . ne

Firpo is a crude boxer. His left

THE LAW AND DISEASE 
PREVENTION IN CALIFORNIA 
(U.8, Public Health Services. 

“A court decision important in the 
annals of health legislation” is the 
way the United States Public Health 
Service at Washington characterizes 
the recent ruling of the District Court 
of Appeals, Second District, Division 
1, of California, 

Marx Clemertte arrest! and charg: 
ed with cenducting a disorderly house 
Ipétitioned the court for a writ of 
habeas corpus setting forth that she 
waa being illegally detained and re- 
strained of her liberty by the chief 
of police of the City of Los Angeles 
acting under instructions from the 
heal.h department of that city not to 
release her until she had submitted 
ty un examination ordered to be made 
by the health department for the pur 
pose of determining whether she was 
alncted: with a contagious or infec. 
tious ‘disease, 

The District Court of Appeals held, 
that information that a woman js not 
only conducting a house of ill-fame 
but also personally participating in 
the unlawful “acts carried on therein 
furnishes reasonable ground to be- 
Neve. she is affected with an  infec- 
,tious disease, authorizing the health 
department to enforce quarantine 
measures againet her, The woman 
was remanded to the custody of the 


i chief of police. 


As far back as 1919 the United 
States Public Health Service, in a 
bulletin prepared by direction of the 
Surgeon General, V.D. Bulletin No, 
939, advocated a model city ordinance 
which provided that all persons yea. 
sonably suspected of having a “find 

isease in the infectioug stage be ex- 
‘amined by the health officer or un- 
der his direction, Whom might be 
tonpidercd a masonable suspect in 
‘such cases hag been a point of con: 
troversy in many localities. The re- 
cent decision in California, saya the 
Public Health Service, helps to clear 
up this much debated question,

NO SALARY SPLIT

Toronto, Sept. 13—A restoration of 
the Ontario Legiskture to a strictly 
two-party chamber, shorn entirely of 
any of the characteristics of the. group 
governing rystens, has been decided up- 
on by Premier Fergucon. He will, 
therefore, at the coming scesion of the 
Iloure, recognize only the Liberal par- 
ty as the official Opposition, thus nulli- 
fying the Drury Icgislation of 1920, 
which gave Opposition status to any 
group which could control a following 


of 15 members. 


Such a policy is adopted by the 
Premicr as one that is incumbent up- 
on him in view of the striking endora- 
tion which the country gave to his cam- 
paign for a retum to the party system 
of government. This was one of the 
principal changes for which he pleaded 
during the course of his pre-clection 
campaign, and the overwhelming ma- 
jority which be was accorded at the 
polls showed conclusively that he was 
but voicing a sentiment which the clec- 
lorate strongly held. Hon. Mr. Fergu- 
son intends, accordingly, to effect the 
eradication of the group system, which 
the publie desires, and to that end Hon. 
J. E. Thompson, the Speaker of the 
House, will recognize only as official 
Opposition Leader W. E. N Sinclair of 
the Liberal party

If the collapee of passive resistance 
comes, it will be a repetition of 1918 
war history. It wll be becauee the wife 
and the kids are pinched by. the strang- 
ling pressure of French occupation with! 
its attendent economic collapse in the 
Ruhr and the rest of Germany, 

The wife, with the market basket 
and pay envelope, is fighting a battle 
as desperate as ever armed men fought, 

She stands outside the “butter store” 
for her balf pound of margarine, wait? 
ing patiently two or three hours while 
“green police” hover about. She find 
the margarine finally at some hundreds 
of thousands per pound and the pay 
envelope far from keeping pace wit 
the devaluation of a once proud’ cu 
rency, She comes forth weeping. + 

She tells it at-the firéside that night 
at the fireside which this winter. is des- 
tined to know Little or no coal, 

That is what is gnawing at the pas- 
sive resistance in the Ruhr though the 
“hard-headed Westphalian” gets mad- 
der the more he is prodded. He docan't 
want to quit. That is a certainty. He 
wants to quit only when he gets what 
he regards ax a fair deal, which will 
leave bitn free to work without bayouet« 
at his breast.

We hear no more of the 
man who could “drive the straightest 
furrow in his community.’ The ad- 
vent of the tractor and the use of 
gang plows on tke large farms of  to- 
tay has tended to discount the im- 
portance of skill as a plowman. Per- 
haps the work kas not been slighted, 
but certainly numerous tricks of the 


rade of considerable importance 
have been overlooked.

Prior 
to his trek to the Pacific coast, he 
developed the potato that bears bis 
name and which has been appraised 
1s a contributor to the food vaiues of 
the world in the sum of at least 
$150,000,000. Burbank sold it for 
$150. 

The Burbank potato ws the {cre 
runner of a list of “creations” whose 
names alone fll a bulky catalogue. 
New, better and more prolific varie- 
tles'of grains gnd fruits have come 
in continuous procession from his 
experimental grounds. And not 
staples alone, for this creative 
Yankee is a lover of beauty and in 
his search for it he has brought into 
being unnumbered new and improv- 
ed flowers. To the love of beauty 
he has added a grace of humor, and 
his developments under thia head 
Include a white blackberry, a red 
eschscholizia (California poppy). 
with many other transformations 
more or less anomalous or whimsical. 
But in the main Burbaitk’s creations 
have been of a substantial sort and 
have gone to the practical purpose of 
giving to mankind that which enters 
{nto his dally life and is responsive 
to its material needs. 

He rejects the suggestion that 
names him as a creator of things. 
In his own phrase, he is a trainer 
of plants; and In this work his basie 
talent {s that of discriminating 
vision. Show him a bed of a thou- 
sand field daisies, and in five minutes 
his cye will discover any one of the 
thousand that notably departs from 
the common standard. To this fao- 
ulty he adds industry and patience 
under the guidance of almost un- 
feanny Intelligence. Nothing that 
relates to the forms or habits of 
plant life is too great or too small 
for his attention. No mother ever 
:obaerved the moods of her baby— 
its sleepings, its wakings, its breath- 
ings, its every movement — with & 
more tender solicitude than that 
given by Mr. Burbank to the nurs- 
lings of his garden. From this inti- 
{mate attention, this unwearying 
care, have.come tne things that have 
vastly enriched the world. 

It Is worth while to note the judg- 
ment of Luther Burbank as they 
relate not only to the products of 
his garden, but to the character and 
welfare of his fellow-men, He has 
recorded the fact that in his work, 
employing at all times many assist- 
ants, he has never been able to make 
use of a college graduate. Those who 
aid him must come with minds recep- 
tive rather than with minds school- 
ed, They must bring sympathetic 
as distinct from reluctant or doubt- 
ing hands, He ts a firm believer in 
evolution. He agrees with Lamarck 
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CLARKE’s| tbat acquired characteristics are or 


may be transmittable by heredity. In 
jdis view, acquired characteristics 
may not appear for generations, but 
inhere in the strain as a potency, to 
‘jassert itself at some remote tid 
under the stimulus of favoring en- 
vironment. 
We are a people of blended races, 
and'we tend to a further mixing of 
stocks. If this could be rightly di- 
rected, it might, in Mr. Burbank’s 
view, be rich in results, but we hare 
need to protect our country against 
dangers inherent in unregulated 
hybridization. Burbank’s work 
through a species of birth control 
as applied to plant lfe ts producing 
a@ plant aristocracy. Upon reason- 
ings of analogy, Burbank does not 
believe in pure democracy. There

» 


= Returns from the ereameries of West- 


‘em Canada, according to statistics com- 
“piled by the Canadian Bank of Com- 


merce, continue to show an increased 
output of butter. During the first six 
months of the current year Saskatche- 
wan shipped 4,424,353 pounds of but- 
ter, ds compared with 3,239,983 pounds 
for the corresponding period of 1922, 
and it is anticipated that the same ra- 
tio of increase will be maintained 
throughout the year. In Alberta fil- 
teen more creamcries than last year are 
in operation, and on the basis of re- 
turtis for the first six months it is ex 
timated that their production for 1923 
will be 18,000,000 pounds, or 3,000,000 
pounds more than in 1922. The increase 
in both provinces is due to the fact that 
greater attention is being given to fod- 
der crops, particularly corn. This in- 
creased production enables shippers te 
obtain a market in the Orient and to 
make regular shipments in bulk, and 
the effects are already apparent in the 
trade returns, as may be noted from 
the following comparison of the exports 
and imports of butter during the twelve 
months ending July last with those 
of the two preceding periods, A similar 
comparison is made in th@@case of 
cheese, which shows a depreciation in 
the cheese output, 

During the 12 months ending in July, 
1922, Inst, in Alberta and Saskatchewan 
exporta of cheese totalled 1,173,231 ewt., 
from which was realized $22,095,228. 
Cheese importa totalled 7,081 cwt., at 
a cost of $284,105. For the yearly per- 
iod ending July, 1923, the cheese ex- 
ports of the two provinces amounted to 
1,089,127 cwt., worth $20,142,340. The 
imports for the same period were 20,- 
452 cwt., valued at $462,314, 

While this shows a drift toward oth- 


er dairy products than cheese during 
the past year, it neverthcloss indicates 
that a healthy industry is being devel- 
oped which shall soon form the bulwark 
of the farming industry in Western 
Canada, The agricultural ivture of 
Canada depends Jargely upou the suc- 
cess with which the

Political ‘in- 
terest has also been aroused by the 
Labrador boundary dispute between 
the Governments of Newfoundland 
and Canada. The records of the 
early discoverers of. Labrador do not 
ert on the side of undue enthusiasm 
with regard to the country or Its cli- 
mate. It is consistently described 
as an Inhospitable region and unfit 
for the abode of man. Its mineral 
possibilities have for long been 
known, but no very serious attempts 
to prospect them seem to have been 
made. Few countries have suffered 
so much from the judgment of casual 
visitors. Even such an ardent Labra- 
dorian as the famous Major Cart- 
wright was impressed at first with 
the unattractiveness of the coast. An 
endlesa succession of bare and barren 
eliffa, flanked by chains of small and 
rocky islands, compels the mind to 
picture unfavorably the prospect of 
any prolonged sojourn in the country, 

It comes, then, as a complete and 
agreeable surprise to pass behind the 
rocky ramparts and enter one of the 
many large and beautiful bays in 
which Labrador abounds, Within a 
few miles the whole face of nature 
takes on a sudden change. Bare and 
barren rocks give place to grass-cor- 
ered slopes; thick fringes of wood- 
land run down slmost to the water's 
edge; the breath of scented air pro- 
claims the presence of miles of berry- 
Jand within close proximity. Labra- 
Gor tn summer can offer many 
attractions to the tourist and sports- 
man. : 

The codfishery along the outside 
of the coast offera a steady living to 
thousands of fishermen, who year by 
year scatter themselves among its 
creck and coves; the bays and rivers 
abound in salmon and trout. Only 
the appaliling plague of mosquitoes 
spoils what would otherwise be an 
f¢eal holiday ground. 

Internal evidence {s available to 
show that Labrador was the scene of 
long and bitter warfare between tho 
Indians of the Interior and the Es- 
quimaux of the coast. 


races. The first serious attempt to 
settle the coast of Labrador dates 
from the opening of trade relations 
by Major Cartwright, some 150 years 
ago, 

During 16 years of varying for- 
tunes, Cartwright did much to e¢s- 
tablish very friendly relations. with 
the natives, and it may be said that 
from this day dates that gradual 
¢ross-breeding of English and Esqui- 
maux which has produced the modern 
Labrador “Livvere." Out of a total 
population of some 4,000, it is very 
doubtful if now one-third is of pure 
Esguimaux blood. 

The mode of life adopted by the 
Labrador native Is onc of extreme 
loneliness and Isolation, Except for 
the few centres where the trading 
companies are established, there are 
scarcely any settlements of any size. 
Cartwright, one of the most Import- 
ant centrés, has juat fifteen families. 

In many cases familics sre to be 
found as {solated units many iniles 
from the nearest neighbor. This 
manner of Iife has tended to make 
the people extremely shy and averse 
to society, although it has preserved 
many of those old-fashioned habits 
which may still be found In the coun- 
try districts of Devonshire and Dor- 
set. Above all, the law of hospital- 
ity Is deeply rooted In their hearts. 

During the short, and often bot, 
summer, Labrador is a very busy 
centre, Great numbers of visiting 
fishermen come north from New- 
foundland, among whom the Labra- 
dor natives are to be found, In the 
various harbors in which the coast 
abounds. This suramier life ts a very 
busy one for all concerned, and does 
not give a falr impression of the true 
native existence or of the country 
itself. ; 

During the wihter the cozst fsh- 
ding settlements ave. deserted for the 
iaore comfortable homes that He 
sheltered in the protection of the 
woods. The native ngw becomes & 
hunter and trapper, and the real La- 
brador life begiins. Z . 

In” Labrador raw sealskins were 
the normal wear; they were not 
pleasing to the smell, but contain 
their natural olls and do not crack 
or gfow hard.

Find Ancient Tomb, 

A tomb, delloved to be about 3,000 
years old, has been discovered at Cat- 
terline, four miles from Stonehaven, 
according to the Stonehaven corre- 
spondent of the London Daily News. 

While James Sestt was digging in 
a field his spade struck a large stone 
slab, He continued digging and ex- 
posed to view threc layers of stones. 

He sent for Rev. Mr. Fraser, of 
Kinneff, an antiquarian. With as- 
siatance the large stones were re- 
moved, and a grgve was revealed con- 
taining the skeleton a fully-grown 
man, lying on his left side, with an 
earthenware food urn beside him. 

Mr, Fraser expressed the belief 
that the remains belonged to the 
Bronze Age, and might possibly be 
3,000 years old. The greater part of 
the urn Js in a good state of preser- 
vation. 


Had Peculiar Nicknames, 

Sir Matthew Wood, who in 1831 
was a staunch supporter of the un- 
happy Queen Caroline, was for a con- 
siderable time known ca “Absolute 
Wisdom,” and nearly all the wits of 
the time made him the butt of their 
attacks, Being at one time reproach- 
ed with having Ill-advised the queen, 
ho difidently admitted that hia con- 
duct might not be “absolute wis- 
dom.” He had the unusual honor of 
being twice lord mayor of London. 
Shortly after her accession Queen 
Victoria created him a baronet, in 
acknowledgment, It is said, of his 
fberality in making large money ad- 
vances to her father, the Duke of 
Kent, when greatly distreesed by 
debts and hunted by creditors.

Various tropical palms yield a 
sugary sap which Is employed by the 
natives for making sugar and “‘tod- 
dy.” A summary of Information re- 
lating specially to the Nipa palm 
from this point of view is given in 
the Bulletin of the Imperial Insti- 
tule. This palm grows in the muddy 
estuaries of rivecs throughout the 
eastern tropics. The juice, which 
containg about 15 per cent. of sugar, 
is obtained by removing the flower- 
ing shoots and collecting the sap 
which escapes. If desired, the juice 
can be fermented for the production 
of alcohol.

tlers in the modern sense of the word 
and, in many instances, became. in- 
termingled with other racial groups, 
wholesome development resulted. 
But in the Loyalist settlement in the 
Bay of Quinte district, the ideals up- 
on which the pilgrimage was predi- 
cated lent a character and atmos- 
phere to the little pioneer commun- 
ity, rich in romance and historic sig- 
nificance. As the years passed the 
settlement prospered, its boundaries 
were extended and it became a unit 
in the great settlement scheme in 
which the Dominion was cradled. 

Its original ideals were piously 
nourished and the interests of the 
descendants of the original settlers 
were blended by common tradition 
and heritage. 

During that 140-year period the 
district has given to Canada many of 
her greatest statesmen and warriors 
and many of her most noted educa- 
tionists and jurists, The district, 
too, has sent forth men and women 
to various parts of the world to gain 
honor and greatness. 

Today, however, the importance 
f the Bay of Quinte, settlement and 
its subsequent development does not 
appear to be fully appreciated as a 
component part of Canadian history. 
No historian has shrewdly ca]culat¢d 
its contemporary influences or its 
chronological development; no novel- 
ist has interpreted its romance.. 

The celebration next year, conceiv- 
ed and now being promoted by the 
patriotic group which have formed 
the U.E.L. 1924 Celebration Corpor- 
ation will do honor to the founders 
of the settlement and proclaim the 
greatness of their achievement, The 


American colonies will be present as 
wel] as leading figures in various 
walks of life in the United States, 
Canada and Great Britain.

. Cribb was one of the gentlest of 
men and kindliest of publicans. He 
achieved fame by upholding the 
honor of England against the-Ameri- 
ean negro Molyneux.

Superstitions About Stones. 

Enchanted stones with extraordin- 
ary properties arc said to exist in 
various parts of Great Britain. 

At Glamis Castle is St. Orlando's 
Stone, which was reputed to have the 
pcwer of prophesying fulure events. 
Girls frequented the spot to discover 
thelr destiny, and many a lover went 
there to plight his troth, 

According to tradition, some 
stones, called “speaking-stones,”* call 
out when a dead body Is placed upon 
them, and raise a sound tu contra 
dict anyone guilty of swearing falsely 
by them, 

The Liechafar, or sptaking-stone 
at St. David's Cathedral, served as u 
bridge across the rive: Alyn, and It 
Was unlawful to carry a dead body 
over it. When such a crime occurr- 
ed, the stone lifted its voice in pro- 
teat and split In two, aghast at the 
indignity. 

There are stones that are supposed 
to travel from one place ty another 
“eithout human ald. The dancing: 
stones of Stackpool, in Pembroke- 
shire, are a well-known example. On 
a certain day these stones are said 
to meet and travel together to fav- 
orite spot. They dance, and after the 
revel return aod resumd,their usual 
placea! 

Superstitiona..concerning healing- 
stonea were formerly very common. 
in Carmarthen there are slfll traces 
of a white, soft stone that was re- 
puted to cure hydrophobia. 

At Iona an upright stone {fs sald 
to confer the power of good steering 
upon any sailor who will stretch his 
arm along it. 





History of the Pram, 


Tho xlstory of the perambulator 
was recently told to the Royal So- 
clety of Arts by Mr. Samucl J, Sewell, 

The Grst actual “pram” was bullt 
in 1780 for Georgla Dorothy Caven- 
dish, daughter of the Ofth Duke of 
Devonshire. Two were constructed 
by a coachmaker, and both are still 
preserved at Chatsworth. They were 
aot only the oldest but the finest 
“Prams” made, 

Manufacture on a commercia! scale 
began in 1840, and to-day there are 
200 concerns manufacturing peram- 
dulators. Over 2,000 patents have 
been granted In connection with their 
development. 

About 50,000 “prams” are discard- 
ed every year, and though 60 per 
cent. are doubtless renovated, it is 
an interesting question what becomes 
of the remainder.

Dress of Highland Soldiers, 

Two matters of Scottish national 
interest have recently received atten- 
ton, the first being whether it would 
not be possible to restore full dress 
to the Highland regiments, and the 
second whether sporran shoul¢ not 
be restored as an article of service 
Gress. There is, the London cor- 
Tespondent of the Scotsman under- 
stands, no present intention on the 
Dart of the Army Council to restore 
full dress, because this would involve 
the large quéstion of economy and an 
expenditure which could not be coun- 
tenanced in the present fnancial 
situation, 

As to the reintroduction of the 
sporran as an article of service dress, 
J underatand that this is recebving 
the faverable consideration of the 
War Office. Although not in accord- 
ance with (the régulations, many 
Highland soldiers are wearing the 
sporran, which has probably been Is- 
sued to them with the sanction of

‘Three hundred yeara ago, in 1611, 
when Etienne Brule and his compan- 
‘lor Grenolle, the frat white men to 
see Lake Superior, visited the village 
of Pawiting it was the sacred shrine 
of the Ojibways, the earliest known 
inhabitants of the region, at that time 
‘perhaps the most populous Indian na- 


© tion north of Mexico, a nation who 


roamed as lords over a territory a 
thousand miles wide, extending from 
Berth and east of Lake Huron to the 
Turtle Mountains in Manitoba. An 
‘Ojloway who had been to the rapids 
at Pawiting had made a holy piigrim- 
‘age, just as the Mohammendan who 
jhas been to Mecca. The rapids were 
looked on by the Ojibwaya as the 
‘most sacred spot known to their race, 
for there their traditions sald, their 
ancestors were created, there the 
Manitous blessed the people and from 
there their nation dispersed round 
about Lake Superior. 

It is « beautiful land, this land of 

~ Hiewatha, a Jand of fish and game, 
& land of forest and of ‘mountain, of 
‘swift rusbing streams and tumbling 
waterfalls. One of the most tumbling 
twaterfalls in Canada is Crystal 
Falls, sometimes called Minnebaha 
‘Falls on Sliver Creek, eight miles 
from the Bault. Ita 200 feet of tum- 
bling water is known widely, and in 
Algoma, the land of waterfalls, 
Done {s more beautiful. 

The site where the play was pro- 
‘duced, Bellevue Park, within the 
limits of the city, Is itself a beautiful 
spot on the border of the 8t. Mary's 
river, about two miles below the 
rapids. The location Is a natural 
amphitheatre. On Prince's Istand js 
situated the grave of Col. John

| The situation Is ono of romantic 
associations, and altogether fitting 
for the production of the play, which 
followed very closely the lines of 
Longfelow’s poem. © Longfellow's 
haunting verse has given the old 
Ojibway story a permanent place in 
literature. Legend gathers easily 
around a great Jeader and such Hia- 
watha undoubtedly was. His story 
ie comparable in many waya to that 
of the Greek Prometheus, the Bre 
bringer, to that of the White God of 
the Aztecs, in some ways even to 
that of the Celtic King Arthur. 

Tho play which was proposed 29 
yeara ago by George Kabosa, one of 
the most important of the Ojibway 
chiefs, showed the Infancy of Hia- 
waths, his: childhood, his wooing of 
Minnehaha, the wedding feast and 
the arrival of the rst white men. 


A Chance for Canada.

Southwell Became Centre of Dioceso | When Canada Was Fighting Against 


Beoguse of Fine Old Church. 

Most of the ancient cathedral 
towns In England are small, but the 
more modern ones are of a large and 
commercial type. 

Whilst the older kind include such 
places as Winchester, Salisbury, Dur- 
ham, Lincoln, and Lichfield, the more 


modern can boast of Birmingham, 


planchesler: Wakefield, and Brad- 
ord. “ 
Curiously enough, among the com- 
Daratively recent creations of new 
dioceses, making new ecclesiastical 
cities, appears Southwell, Notts, 
which Is to-day the tiniest English 
cathedral town, being, indeed, scarce- 
ly larger than a decent-sized hamlet. 
Southwell ig about three miles 
from Newark, but it seems really to 
have been intended as the cathedral 
elty for the {mportant county of lace- 
making and dukeries. it was doubt- 
less selected for the honor rather 
than Nottingham town itself because 
Southwell already possessed a very 
large and fine minster church. 
This shrine had for long centuries 
been the site of a monastery and an 
extensive ecclesiastical centre; and as 
one of the chief considerations is thet 
there should be available some suit- 
able and effective principal church 
when a new See Is created, Southwell 
Bopearee more fitting than Notting- 
am, 
It is about sizteen miles, however, 
from the latter town, and stands 
right on the borders of the county, 
which Is a big disadvantage for many 
purposes nowadays. One has also to 
change. at Rolleston Junction, too, to 































ways a bit of a nuisance to railway 
travellers. 

Southwell is a long, narrow town, 
with nothing particularly beautiful 
or inviting about It to attract the 
stranger beyond the minster Itself. 
Even that is not nearly so fine, bia- 
torkc, or interesting, outside or In, 
as are Wimborne Minster, Ripon 
Minster, Beverley Minster, or Selby 
Abbey Church. 

It certainly has one of the finest 
chapter-housea in England, and the 
adjacent ruins of the old ecclesias- 
tical patace, which once sheltered the 
Archbishops of York, are worth viait- 
ing and examining. Otherwise, the 
sights of the minster are, for the 
average touriat, s0on seen, and a feel- 
ing of some disappointment naturally 
ensues to one who has come from:far 
to spend a day in the Iittle city. He 
wonders what is worth seeing next, 
and where to go. 

The visitor, however, should make 
@ point of seeing the old inn, with 
its equally famous ancient inn-yard, 
where Charles I. stayed before sur- 
rendering himself to the Scottish 
army. This fine old hostelry is still 
known as the “‘Saracen’s Head,” a 
name it has borne worthily for nearly 
four hundred years. 

The whole population of Southwell 
ig about 3,500. When you think of 
some “willages”—and there are such 
in England—whose population to- 
day is well over 40,000, you begin to 
understand what a tiny little place, 
after all, is the smallest English 
cathedral town, 

Certainly St. David's and St. 
Asaph’s are even smaller, but they 
are much more interesting and ro- 
mantic! -The fine sandstone cathe- 
Gral of St. David's contains the stone 
screen of Bishop Gower, the carved 
stalls of Bishop Tully, and the fa- 
mous fan-vaulting of Bishop Vaugh- 
an. The population of the place is 
only 1,700.

{cans were encountered with a body 
of 1,500 to 2,000 men, but no cannon. 
Col. Myers made every effort to draw

stroying a small quantity of grain 
stored In the mill the Americans re- 
tired hastily next day by the route 
over which they had advanced, al- 
though they had been reinforced dur- 
Ing the night by two more regiments 
of Infantry. On October 21 the 
whole invading army retired to Fort 
Erie, and soon after recroased the 
Niagara river. The Americans re- 
ported the loss of 12 killed and 54 
wounded, 

“The check recelred here by the 
American army," said R. W. Geary, 
president of the Lundy‘a Lane His- 
torical Society, ‘‘was of the greatcat 
Importance to our country’s defend- 
ers. The most critical and most 
ominous period for Canada of the 
whole war was Perhaps the last few 
weeks ending October 19, 1814, at 
Cook's Mills. This period of strers 
really brought out Drummond's 
finest generalship, and I hope to see 
& monument erected to his memcury 
on this frontier commensurate in 
importance with the greatness of his 
service to Canada in the War of 
1812-14." ‘ 























A Tamed Auffragette, 

The quiet social service work 
which Mrs. Emmaline Pankhurst, 
now of Toronto, has undertaken in 
Canada is in marked contract with 
the stormy experiences through 
which she Passed, a few years ago, 
when she was the militant leader of 
England's militant suffragettes. It is 
diMcult for those who note to-day 
the coming and going of this little 
lady with the fron-grey hair and sad, 
reposeful countenance to realize what 
waves of lurid publicity beat around 
her when the world’s front pages 
every day told of her escapades, jail 
sentences and hunger strikes. 

A short time ago, two Toronto men 
were In Ottawa, traiting to take the 
late night train for home, and they 
dropped into the cafe of the Chateau 
Laurier, about ten o’clock, to have 
alate luncheon, Mra. Pankhurst, who 
was also waiting for the Toronto 
{rain, came into the cafe, and, sitting 
at a table near her fellow-citizens, 
ordered a fairly generous meal and 
disposed of it. 

“To see Mrs. Pankhurst slitting 
down quietly and ¢aling an extra 
night meal gate me quile a 
shock,” said one of the Toronto men 
subsequently. “I had always asso- 
clated the little lady with hunger 
strikes and Spartan control over our 
weak human Impulecs to take extra 
meals at night. 1 had to resist an 
impulse to go over and seo what she 
would be eating with such evident 
relish, when { had always associated 
her with deliberate starvation." 


Blackstones In Canada.

To my Comrades: 

I wish to write a line or two t 
state that If by chance this Germa 
soldier, Willy Hatzmann, Is captured 
by any of you boys, I hope you will 
uss’ him in a very gentlemanly 
manner, for I and my few boy chums 
here can honestly say that while un- 
der his care he has treated us all 
the very best, and when food has 
been scarce he always saw that we 
got our share and perhaps a little 
more, 

This fellow is one of the best Ger- 
mens we have met, and we al! hope 
that 1£ he should ever have the luck 
to be taken by any of the Allies that 
he'will be well looked after and given 
&@ good Job, He is a very good cook 
and barber. 

The: boys whom he has been so

notify our people that we are doling 
all right and not to worry.

The return of the)Hon. Sir Adam 
Beck to the Ontario Cabinet recalls 
an impressive incident of the days 
when he was.a member of Sir James 
Whitney’s first Cabinet, which is a 
bit of Hydro-Electric history. 

The value of the right sort of pub- 
Ucity 1s- keenly appreciated by Sir 
‘Adam. He is held in high esteem 
by the working newapapermen, whose 
duties bring {hem in “contact with 
him, for he judiciously takes them 
into his confidence, and {t Is reason- 
able to assume. that this policy bas 
been in no small measure responsible 
for the progress. which has. been 
made by the “Hydro.” What Sir 
Adam ays can usually be counted 
upon to have some news value which 
has been woll weighed before it was 





| considered ready for publication. 


It ig related of Sir Adam that, one 
morning soon after he had been made 
a member of the Whitney Cabinet, 
he yisited the press gallery at the 
Parliament Buildings and invited the 
reporters of the various newspapers 
to call in a body at his room. He 
intimated that he bad something of 
more than casual Importance to talk 
over ‘with them. Most of the pro- 
minent newspapers of the province 
were represented when thé scribag 
assembled in acceptance of the {nvita- 
tion. Sir Adam told tem that*he 
had dreamed a dream, and then held 
his hearers enthralled for an hour In 
the earnestness with which he ex- 
Plained a vision. When he had con- 
cluded, the Ontario Hydro Electric 
system, almost as it is known to-day, 
had been described. 

While the newspapermen were 
altting allent, awed by what appeared 
then to be the Immensity of the pro- 
ject. Sir Adam rose. “That,” he com- 
mented briefly, “is the project I pro- 

to lay before the Prime Mintis- 
ter’ and the Cabinet. It will go 
through. It {s a people's project; 
there Is no party politics in it. I 
want the counsel, criticism and co- 
operation of the press.” 

The newspapermen who were pres- 
ent have not forgotten that. It was 
perhaps the first occasion when a 
Minister of the Crown appealed di- 
rectly to the press before taking his 
plans into the council chamber. They 
have watched the man aud his work 
triumph, aa his dream became true, 
and his vision a reality.

She carried a calf seven months 
of her year’s test. The C. O, M. rules 
in New Zealand require calving with- 
in three months from the completion 
of m year record and it is not per- 
missible to milk more than three 
times a day, This great producer 
was bred in Quebec, by J. F. Ruther- 
ford, was Imported by J. Clark, Ham- 
ilton, New Zealand, and has been de- 
veloped by her present owner, C. H. 
Steadman, Whangarel, New Zealand. 
The champion of New Zealand over 
all ages is the Friesian, Alcartra Clo- 
thilde Pietje, with a record of 
1,145.25 Ibs. fat, 31,312.5 Ibs. milk. 
She, too, is of strictly American 
breeding, being a double granddaugh- 
ter of the Imported buil, King Al- 
cartra Pletje, a son of Prince Hen- 
gerveld Pietje and Alcartra Polkadot 
Ormaby, while both her grandame 
were sired by the imported bull, Siz 
DeKol Inka Pleterje,/ a son of Aaggie 
Grace Sir DeKol.

Canada's Trade Grows, 

An increase of more than $23,000,- 
000 over the same month last year 
and of nearly $27,000,000 over the 
same month In 1921 ts shown In Can- 
ada's importa for June of this year 
while exports increased by almost 
the same amount over last year and 
by $35,000,000 over June of 1921. 

For the twelve months ending 
June 30 last the total Imports we: 
$864,058,696, or nearly $135,000,00 
in excess of the corresponding period 
in 1923. The total cxporta for the 
same period this year were $980,- 
834,851, or $230,000,000 over the 
same period Jast year. 

The total amount of duty collected 
during the period ending June 30 
this year was $126,078,014, 2s com- 
pared with $124,580,188 Iast yecr. 

There was also a stcady increase 
in imports during the Orst three 
months of the present fiscal year, 
those for April being $68,181,320; 
for May, $84,265,266, and for June, 
$84,632,624. The exports for the 
same months were: April, $63,642,- 
251; May, $74,814,554; for June, 
$93,750,837. 

A satisfactory feature of the trade 
showing {s that the Increase In ex- 
ports is much more rapid than that 
The exports for June 
were $20,000,000 ahead of those for 
May, and more than $40,000,000 
ghead of those for April. _

Fight In Commons Lobby. 

There have been odd occasions in 
Canadian Parliaments when the Ser- 
geant-at-Arme has been called upon 
by the Speaker to do his duty in 
making members and visitors act in 
accord with the dignity of Parlia- 
ment. Usually it is some one in the 
galleries who is the offender, He 
may give way to partizan feeling and 
cheer a remark of a hero on the 
floor of the House and visitors to 
legislative halls are supposed to keep 
silent, 

But in the session of 1922 at Ot- 
tawa. Speaker Lemieux called upon 
Col. H. W. Bowle, Sergeant-at-4rms 
in the Commons to “keep order in 
the lobbies” when two New Bruns- 
wick members, Hon. J. B. M. Baxter 
and T. W. Caldwell strode angrily out 
of the House threatening to have it 
out with their fists. Both are huge 
men and some members doubted if 
Col, Bowle could quell them if trou- 
dle started. R. H. Halbert of North 
Ontario, and a former president of 
the United Farmers, who never miss- 
ed a fight, and is said to have fought 
& couple on the Glorious Twelfth to 
uphold the honor.of King William, 
also went out quickly to see fair 
play. 

Neither the services of the Ser- 
geant-at-Arma nor Mr. Halbert were 
required as the two New Brunswick- 
ers stood about eight feet apart in 
threatening attitudes. “That's a New 
Brunswick fight,” said a red hot west- 
erner with a note of contempt as 
the two angry men stepped further 
Apart and eventually went out dif- 
ferent doors, The Sergeant-at- Arms 
went back to the House without 
drawing his sword. Order had been 
kept In the Parliamentary lobbies.

By Low Birth Rate 


London, Sept. 20 (United Press) — 
England is concerned over the falling 
birth rate. 

Figures published by the British Rer- 
ister-general recently showed that, cx- 
cluding the war craythe birth-rate dur- 
ing the sccond quarter of this ycar fell 
lower than any corresponding period in 
the last deeade. 

Just how Mir this is a reflection of the 


economic and housing conditions of the 
country remains a question, In 1913 


there were 24.2 births per thousand 
population; last quarter there were 207 
per thousand of the estimated popula- 
tion. 

According to Dr. Charles Sundell, 
consulting physician to the Evelina 
Hospital, “people are - realizing more 
and more profoundly that in existing 


circumstances the small family has a 
better chahce of life than the large 
one.” , 





REPORT ON FARM CON- 
DITIONS 


The following is a sumniary of  re- 
turns made by the Agricultural Repre- 
sentatives to the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture:— 

Fall pastures us a rule are now in 
excellent condition, and the milk flow 
has made a most satisfactory recorery. 

Frost did considerable damage in 
several parts of the Province to tender 
crops such as cucumbers, melons and 
tomstocs during the latter part of the 
past week. 

Early frosts have also started silo fill- 
ing in many countles. A large number 
of silos are already packed, but the 
work will continue for a few weeks yet, 
as workers are etill very scarce. 

Fall-plowing is going on as lively as 
men can be found for the job, and a 
large arca will be tumed ‘under should 
favorable weather ‘continue. Middlesex 
says that considerable ehallow plowing 
is being done with'the idea of control- 
ling weeds, 

A good deal of fall wheat was sown 
during the week, and a full acreage will 
likely be got in this season if suitable 
weather prevails, A Isrge number of 
farmers have been holding ‘back from 

to avoid the 





plowing, fall wheat sowing and silo fill- 
ing. It is satisfactory to know that in 
many cases both yield and quality of 
grain are turning out better than was 
expected from the appearance of the 
fields at harvesting. 

In some of the Northern Districts, 
grain has been later than usual in ripen- 
ing, and harvesting has been delayed 
still further by frequent rains, which 
have made it difficult to work the 
machines on flat land. As a rule the 
cereals have headed out well, 

Port Arthur: Sunflower are a nood 
crop this year, and many farmers are 
contemplating growing them next year, 

Waterloo:—A number of farmer 
have been making well on carly tumips, 
Car loads have been shipped from 
Iiranchton, Galt, Ayr, and Dumfnes. 
The price paid has been 30c a bushel. 
A good crop of tumips will net $150 to 
$200 an acre. 

Mastings:—Many farmers are feeding 
their cattle grain and green feed in ad- 
dition to pasture, Hoge are being mar- 
keted in larger numbers. 

Brace: A number of shipments of 
grass cattle are still being made, and 


winter feeding. F 

Middlesex: Two carloads of horses 
were shipped out of the county this 
week. They were of the draft type and 
averaged $200. 

Timiskaming: There still seems to 
be a keen demgnd for horses through- 
out the, District, and dealer are bring- 
ing in a number of carloads, which are 
being sold throughout the Timiskaining 
and Cochrane districts. Prices are 
minging from $350 to $500 per team. 
Sheep and lambs have done well this 
year, and lambs are showing splendid 
Jovelopment as a result of having an 
abundance of pasture, duc to showery 
weather, E 

Manitoulin: Lambs are starting to 
be shipped, but only in small lots as 
yet. Cattle are being he rid back so that 
they will improve in flesh on the pas 
tures, which at present are much better 
than they have been all summer.

The charges, which are denied by the 
defendants, are misfeasance and non- 
fearance that permitted a conspiracy 
to defraud the creditors of $700,000.

Three hundred and fifty municipal- 
ities have invested $250,000,000 in 
a municipally-owned hydro electrical 
undertaking and surely these munic- 
ipalities. do not propose to permit 
their great project to be handicapped 
by the scheme of the Chicgao Sani- 
tary District. The Chicago delega- 
tion told Sir Adam that they would 
spend $100,000,000 in the develop- 
ment of their scheme ‘and required! thrown’ overboard in Boston Harbour 
the use of the Great Lakes waters 
for 25 years. There are no guaran- 
tees, however, concerning 2 future 
policy and the Chicago men frankly 
admitted that the matter is merely 
a question of dollars and cents. Sir 
Adam undoubtedly voiced a common 
Canadian sentiment when he told the 
Chicagoans: “Any of this product of 
waters we have in this country which 
we cannot use we will make avail- 
able to you.”

“While we have had a few more 
orders than we could fill from the 
two carloads, totalling about 70 
tons, under the first special rate al- 
lotment, the demand is not nearly as 
great as it is in other places in On-; 
tario,” said Mr.Jones today. “Judg- 
Ing from the agitation and keen inter 
est evinced esewhere, we should have 
received orders for forty carloads. 
There appears to be plenty of fuel 
available in ,Belleville and that is 
probaby the reason for the apparent 
apathy.” : 

Applies for More 


Mr. Jones applied for two more 
carloads under the recent special 
rate ruling . The allotment of 10,- 
000 tons to the province must be 
shipped by October 31. The applica- 
tions are made to the mines and are 
then referred to the Minister of 
Mines for Ontario, There is neces- 
sarily considerable red tape, and with 
the demand throughout Ontario gen- 
erally especially heavy, considerable 
delay in shipments is probable, 

The local Alberta coal dealers still 
have one more car coming under the 
first special rate. This should arrive 
in a few days. The next two cars 
will vary in price from $14 to $16 
per ton as did the other two carloads.

$ Chinese In ‘Canada, 

Regulations governing Chinese in 
transit through Canada, have been 
passed by order-in-council, in accord- 
ance with legislation passed last ses- 
sion. Such Cnincse are made sub- 
ject to medical examination for cer- 
tain diseases, Including leprosy and 
tuderculosis, Before being allowed 
to pass through Canada, the trans- 
portation company which is carrying 
them must give bond or deposit 
$1,000 with the Chief Controller of 
Chinese Immigration to cover penal- 
ther provided for by the {immigration 
‘48%. Such sum or bond is remitted 
after the Chinese have lawfully pass- 
ed out of Canada. During transpor- 
tation of the Chinese through Can- 
ada, the company is required to keep 
them in the car.in which they are 
embarked until arrival at the port of 
exit. They are then to be detained 
in a building provided for the pur- 
pose until the immigration oficial has 
examined thelr papers, and must only 
leave the buliding in order to em- 
bark. 

A similar bond or deposit of $1,- 
000 has to be given by ship owners 
for every person of Chinese origin 
brought to a Canadian port as mem- 
ber of o ship's command or crew. 
Upon sailing again, the depouit ts re- 
turned only in case the Chinese in 
question are on board. For the pur- 
pose of identification, a form must 
be furnished, covering description of 
such Chinese, together with photo- 
graph.» In return, they may secure. 
from the Department a certificate of 
registration, which must be produced 
on demand by any customs or Im- 
migration officer,

A Battle of Wasps, 


To wage war upon the corn-boring 
worm, armics of parasitic wasps aro 
being imported to Canada from the 
United States, according to a weiter 
in Tit-Bits, 

The wasp Is the hereditary enemy 
of tho worm, which it first kills and 
then consumes, 

Wherever corn fs grown in America 
the worm lIlves and thrives, taking 
cach year his toll of the crops and 
reducing thelr value by nilllions of 
dollars, He makes his home within 
the green husk of the tiny plant, and 
cuts his way through the milky way, 
completing his work of destruction 
long before the growth matures. 

Until entomologists discovered in 
France the tiny wasp, no method was 
known of destroying the borer with- 
out also destroying the corn. 

When Introduced to America the 
parasitic wasp, it was found, took 
kindly to the climate and reared 
large families, Moreover, it was dis- 
covered he had a predilection for 
corn-borers, making his home on the 
husk of the ear within casy striking 
distance of his game, 





Higher Education. 

Extension work In the University 
of Toronto is growing. For the year

Toronto, Sept. 25—Interesting dis- 
closvres connected with the affairs of 
the Home Bank are indicated by Her- 
bert ‘J, Daly, president of the now de- 


funct {nstituuon wno was visited at 
his summer homo by & representative 
of the press. In an_ Interview Mr, 
Daly declared he knew nothing about 
the transaction of 1,000 shares made 
{a his name, and in which Mr. A. J. 
Pattison, a Toronto broker figured 
and he didn’t know until ten days be- 
fore the bank suspended payment that 
Mr. Pattison had an account running 
into many thousands of dollars. 

Toars ran down his cheeks when 
the reporter mentioned the predica- 
ment of the depositors, President 
Daly states he {s preparing a complete 
statement of his connection with the 
Home Bank and the affairs of the 
bank and he will place his case before 
the Canatian public for judgment. 

ft will be remembered that.a re 
port was published to the effect that 
Mr, Daly had disposed of 1,000 shares 
of the Home Bank between January 
ist and July 1st of this year. The 
shares it was pointed out had been 
Cisposed of after the last return was 
niade by the bank to the government 
Jast December, and long ‘enough prior 
ic the suspension of the bank to make 
the disposal legal. Depositors have 
referred to this transaction at their 
moetings.. Mr. Daly, while positively 
declining to be interviawed, consénted 
to answer certain questions which 
were read to him twice, and his 
answers checked over,

A child welfare official is author- 
ity for the statement that more 
than 26,000 Canadian children un- 
der.fourteen years of age are at 
work to earn their living.

Iéave school in Ontario, but children 
may enter employment in this prov- 
ince at fourteen if satisfactory proof 
is submitted to show that such a step 
is absolutely necessary either to sus- 
tain the child or assist in the up- 
keep of a family. 

Child welfare organizations en- 
deavor to protect the children of Can- 
ada by insuring the proper enforce- 
ment of all laws relating to child 
welfare. When the tremendous im- 
portance of proper supervision of 
the lives of these children is realized 
the need of sufficient® safeguards is 
readily appreciated. Are the laws 
regarding child welfare being violat- 
ed in Belleville? It does not seem 
probable since the officials charged 


with the duty of law enforcement in 


this respect appear to evidence con- 
scientious interest in their labors. 
However, full co-operation with 
these officials is necessary and they 
ate entitled to such assistance,

Experts have declared that ° all of 
the open marble quarries of the 
world together would be lost in one 
of the great beds of the Bancroft 
district, Furthermore, when this in- 
dustry is developed to a reasonably 
active stage, the district. should 
be able to supply Canada with all 
types of high-grade marble, thus 
eliminating the enormous expendit-

It ia not so easy a task to climb 
Snowdon as the guide-books or some 
people say. The ascent itself may be 
made from five places — Lianberis, 
Snowdon Ranger, Beddgelert, Capel 
Curlg, or by Watkina’ Path. Of these 
the frst fa the easiest, and it is the 
one the writer recommends. 

If it were merely a matter of the 
path from Llanberis to the top of the 
mountain, 3,500 feet above the climb 
might not be at all dificult. Indeed, 
ponies, and even carts, could get up 
moat of the distance. But there are 
several other factors to be taken Into 
account, 

There is the uncertain mountain 
mist. It may be as sunny as you 
ever saw it when you are looking at 
Snowdon from Llanberis, or till you 
get half way up the mountain. Then 
a thick mist comes on with discon- 
certing speed—you never know from 
where, It wets you to the skin in 
a fow minutes, and your clothes. are 
wringing with moisture. For you 
never dreamt of bringing an 
overcoat on auch a fine warm 
day. This mist may safely be reck- 
oned on to come at least three days 
out of any five, so if you are wise 
you will be prepared for It. 

There may come heavy rain, which 
makes the easiest path on such a ble 
Dill greasy and aslippery, causing 
much danger to those climbing or 
descending who are not used to this, 
specially if they are wearing unsult- 
able bools or shoes, 

One can afford to smile, as one 
alts comfortably at home, at the talk 
of danger from such a cause; but I 
saw one climber nearly killed from 
slipping at such a time, and gaining 
momentum as he descended towards 
a deep precipice. Only catching hold 
of a tree in his descent saved him.

Increasing Rapidly, 


Ottawa, Sept. 29 (United Press—Im- 
migration into Canada ie increasing m- 
pidly. Newcomer entering the Do- 
minion in the three months ended July 
1 numbered 40,952, an increase of 60 
per cent. aa compared with the corres- 
ponding quarter last year, according to 
figures compiled by the Department .of 
Immigration and Colonization. 

For the first six months of the year, 
the figures show total immigration was 
53,592, June waa the banner immigni- 
tion month, with an increase of over 
83 per cent. over June, 1922. 

Of the immigrants who entered Cun- 
ada during April, May and June, it is 
shown, 22,553, or more than half of the 
total came from the British Isles, as 
compared with 11,605-during the corres- 
ponding period a sear ago. Entrants 
from other countries oumbered 12,026 
as against 4.972 in the same quarter of 
1022. Immigration from the United 
States for the three months was 673.

Borrowers. must 
be ‘approved’, These loans are re- 
stricted to persons who began the pur- 
chase of farms between April, 1917, 
and June, 1921, 


When the full sixty-year mortgage is 
required, interest rates will approxi- 
mate 5% per cent. The mortgage must ; 
be xeeured by “mainly agricultural” 
land actually in process of purchase.

NATURE'S LIVER SQUEEZER 


In a former article 1 told of the 
work the bile did for your body. 
Perhaps you remember? : 

It breaks up the fats of the food 
so that they can be absorbed into 
the system. It also is a great germ 
fighter, taking care of lots of things 
that we take into us that would other 
wise have done us harm. And finally 
it is a natural purgative, and if flow- 
ing into the intestine properly one 
should never have constipation. 

I also spoke of a bending exercise, 
a “liver squeezer” as it is called, by 
simply bending from side to side 
with knees and back kept straight. 
This exercise sends the bile into in- 
testine in increased amounts. 

Now there is another part of your 
body that is squeezing the liver for

Government Apprenticing System. 

The Auatrallan Government has 
lald the foundation for future sup- 
Ply of good workmen by regulating 
the apprentice system by which the 
interests of all the parties concerned 
are taken care of. The pay, care, in- 
struction and amusement of appren- 
tices are prescribed tn carefully pre- 
pared laws, In certain specified dia- 
tricts, Instruction from a state or 
eontinuation trade school, approved 
by the authorities, must be given for 
Dot leas than five hours a week for 
not less than three years and thie 
tmuat be glyen on the time of the 
employer. If the apprentice elects 
to take such course in his own time, 
‘allowance must be made for It upon 
his term of apprenticeship. Appren- 
tlees must be allowed all holidays or 
pald for their services upon such days 
at the rate allowed for adult work- 
men. All disputes between appren- 
tices and employers must be settled 
by the board, which has the power to 
prescribe a punishment in the shape 
of a fine.
